The identified technical solution is to add an additional lane in each direction plus an auxiliary lane
between interchanges where warranted as a first step. The long-term solution includes two additional
lanes each direction plus an auxiliary lane between interchanges where warranted.

Explore Funding Options

Option A: One Express Lane between |-25 and Wadsworth (inside left lane) would be tolled and the two
outside general purpose lanes would not be tolled.

Option B: The entire segment between |-25 and Wadsworth (all three lanes) would be tolled.

Option C: No lanes would be tolled, but funding for improvements would come from other sources (such
as sales tax or property tax).
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
